It is particularly true that after 
an ab dominal operation such an ex­ 
perience as this may all b ut ruin 
what would otherwise b e a happy 
life 
The dragglrg and discomfort 
in the field of the operation are con­ 
stant reminders of dreadful things 
that might happen 


There is always a reasonab le ex­ 
planation for such symptoms. 
The 
ab dominal cav ity, for Instance, is 
lined with a delicate memb rane—the 
peritoneum 
After an operation it 
may b e difficult or impossib le to 
stitch It together to restore perfectly 
and smoothly 
the tender tissues 
Perhaps it has b een necessary to 
hurry the operation a b it b ecause 
the anesthetic was not taken kindly 
It was b etter to leav e to Nature the 
complete closure of the wound.

"Not Serious 
For such a reason and for many 
others. It is not uncommon to hav e 
adhesions or other local areas of ten­ 
derness. They are really of no seri­ 
ous consequence, b ut may b e pro­ 
ductiv e of occasional periods of dis 
comfort, particularly on getting out 
of b ed or in stooping or walking. 
Such symptoms mean no more than 
a sore heel, or a tender finger-nail. 
But to the timid soul, with the 
memory of the past and the fear 
of what may happen, they mean a 
lot. 
Because of this feeling, the 
v ictim may b e b edridden, and. of 
course, the longer regular exercise 
is neglected, the longer the symp­ 
toms will persist. 
When the physician has made surs 
there Is no serious troub le, the thing 
to do Is to go ab out your affairs. 
Get interested in your work and for­ 
get the past. It won't b e long b efore 
the discomfort will b e entirely for­ 
gotten. 
No damage will b e done b y 
exercising—on the contrary, that is 
the way to get well and strong. To 
stay in b ed means continued weak­ 
ness and prolonged misery. 
Fresh 
air, out-of-door exercise and good 
food will end he troub le.
